Cludas Admits 
Shooting Man

HAILEY, Feb. 2— Jack c. Oludas, 
Plcabo. pleaded guilty In district 
court here Thursday morning to 
chsrue of Involuntary manslaughter 
In the hunting death of Leonard V.

In explaining how the Twin Falls 
police department-ls-working.to it- 
duce accidents, Sergeant Barnett 
gave a demonstration and talk on 
the operation of the police depart- 
ment's radar unit following the 
weekly luncheon at the American 
Legion hall. . 

' The department uses the radar 
unit to make accurate traffic sur- 
veys as Well as to apprehend speed- 
ing motorists. Sergeant Barnett ex- 
plained that by setting up the unit 
on any street for a specified length 
of time he is able to determine bow 
many cars pass over the street In 
sn hour snd their exact speeds. 

"From -the Information we ob- 
tain we are able to determine if we 
have the speed limit too high or low 
for that street," he said. 

He described methods employed 
to catch speeders and how the xa 
dar recorder makes a permanent 
record of each vehicle that passes 
within the "vision" of the unit. 

Members were told the majority of 
Vehicles actually are traveling alow 
er than their speedometer Indicates, 
Sergeant Barnett said the police 
make an allowance of. a few miles 
per hour for motorists in some cases. 

We try to give the driver some 
of the benefit of the doubt, but in 
cases where the radar recorder 
shows a definite violation of the 
speed limit we Issue tickets," he 
pointed out. 

He added that numerous tests on 
the radar unit, both here and at the 
factory, reveal that It is accurate to 
within a fraction of a mile on hour.

Menckens career was many-phased. He Is best re- 
membered now for the boisterous phase when. In the 
Smart Set and the old American Mercury, he Tlalled 
the Philistines with n heavy Jawbone. He had more 
lightning bulbs than Zeus and used them with the 
gusto of the Greek god. Nothing, nobody w«s sacred 

History likely will honor Mencken more for his 
charming reminiscences of other "Days." His great 
volumes on "The American Language" likely will out- 
last all his other works. 

After a stroke left him paralyzed and nearly blind 
In 1048, he undertook to learn to. read and write all 
over again, like a child. Two years later he was laid 
low ngntu by a heart attack. But his great mind was 
little Impaired. He dreamed of writing about the new 
quackeries; he was sought out by writers end phil- 
osophers. 

Mencken warned, 35 years ago: "There Is a national 
philosophy which erects conformity Into the noblest 
virtues and the free functioning of personsllty Into a 
capital crime against society." 

We honor him today as the great Iconoclast of our 
times, but many of us still fall or choose not to un 
derstand what ho was getting nt. In (hot respect we 
aren't so different from the teen-agers.— Salt Lake 
Tribune.

WASHINQTOtT, Feb, .2 (IB -At- 
torneys for (our American soldiers

asked the federal district court here 
for an order to declare trials ot 
American servicemen In foreign 
courts unconstltutlonil.

Care of Your Children

first-grade teacher may gay to a 
parent something to the effect that 
a child's handiwork la poor. "He 
fumbles. The ball slips out of his 
hands. The pencil and crayon fall 
on (lie floor. He cannot button his 
coat Hla writing la very poor." 

Any or all of these fallings may 
be reported, and the mother says, 
"Yes, I know. It Is like that at home, 
too." What to do about It Is another 
thing. 

Some children develop the ac 
cessory muscles of their hands later 
than others, and they are the fum 
biers, They can be helped In the 
kindergarten by finger games. Just 
the simple movement of the fingers 
—as when they knit their fingers 
and chant. This Is the church, this 
Is the steeple, .open the doors and 
see the people.* The teacher knows 
others. 

When the fumbling child readies 
the first grade, he Is asked to draw 
and write with pencil and crayon, 
.sometimes with pen and Ink, al 
though this does not happen often 
today. He has trouble holding his 
pencil and eras on. The teacher soon 
reports, his Inability to write. When 
this happens. It Is good practice to 
let the child have a toy piano, 
a xylophone, a typewriter (toy Hie.

-lingers accurately. 

These hand-eierclslng toys are 
a great help, too. to children who 
have had a hand Injury, who have
